help to the limit of its ability and 
influence to enforce public opinion

Specifically, the Bishop asked 
our people to accord returning 
Japanese a Christian welcome, to 
enlarge the diocesan missionary 
program to meet the pressing need 
for the building of spiritual morale 
in our newly developed defense 
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areas, to cooperate in expandi 


the work of the diocesan Army 
Navy Commission, to give de 
and financial support to the estab- 
lishment.of a post-war chaplain’s 
school to help discharged chap- 
lains to adjust themselves to the 
demands of the Church in the post- 
war era, and to revise the canons 
of the diocese so as to enlist a 
larger number of potential leaders 
in the work of the Church. 

These requests were supported 
enthusiastically by appropriate 
resolutions in Convention. Canon-

National Work 
of War Chaplains 


«One of the most notable affairs 
of an inter-denominational nature 
to be held in Washington, D. C., 
in recent years, was the luncheon 
at the Hotel Statler arranged in 
connection with the quarterly 
meeting of the General Commis- 
sion on Army and Navy Chaplains 
in December. Distinguished guests 
who paid tribute to the services 
being rendered to the armed forces 
by Army and Navy chaplains, in- 
cluded Vice-President Wallace, 
Robert P. Patterson, Under Secre- 
tary of War; Ralph A. Bard, As- 
sistant Secretary of the Navy 
General George C. Marshall, Chiet 
of Staff of the Army; Admiral 
Ernest J. King, Chief of Naval 
Operations; and the Right Rev- 
erend Henry K. Sherrill, Protes- 
tant Episcopal Bishop of the Dio- 
cese of Massachusetts. 

Vice-President Wallace de- 
clared: “In this war we have done 
at least ten times as good a job as 
in the last war. That applies, also, 
as nearly as I can discover, to the 
work done in religious matters.” 
He put efficiency of the chaplains 
on the same —. level of generals 
concerned with strategy and sup- 
plies and assured chaplains that 

“we shall feel the effects of that 
job when peace comes and the men 
return to civilian life.” General 
Marshall said De- 
partment realized that “the spir- 
itual is of immense importance 
and power,” and he hazarded the 


guess “that we are Neves | in the 
Army, a higher attendance at reli- 
gious services of men of the ages 
of 18 to 25 than you have in your 
home pews.” 

Admiral Ernest J. King ex- 
pressed appreciation of the cooper- 
ation of the General Commission 
in the procurement of chaplains 
and the helpfulness that has come 
to the Navy personnel through 
their ministrations. Under Secre- 
tary of War Robert P. Patterson 
said, ‘We in the War Department 
know full well the need of these 
days, but nothing could be more 
urgent than a full spiritual life for 
our soldiers.” Assistant Secretary 
of the Navy, Ralph A. Bard, em- 
phasized the necessity of chaplains 
by declaring, “We only have to 
think what the situation would be, 
if those men were not on the job, 
to realize how important and vital 
their work is.” 

Bishop Sherrill said : ““The Gen- 
eral Commission represents about 
thirty different communions, I may 
say, all of varied shades and opin- 
ions, We feel that in this national 
emergency, serving as we do, our 
men in the Army and Navy, that 
this is no time for any partisan 


argument or partisan pressure of — 


any kind whatsoever. It is rather 
interesting that the number of 
Protestant Chaplains in the Army 
and Navy at the present time 
amounts to 70347%—that is a very 


large proportion and percentage.

Now, the churches are anxious. 
and united to do everything that’ 


they can to help the military and 
civil authorities in this very impor- 
tant work. We have a splendid 
working arrangement with the 
Army and Navy whereby the 
churches have to endorse an appli- 
cant. for the Chaplaincy, yong 
the Navy or the Army will ap- 
point him. If the Church does not 
endorse its own candidate, the 


“Our churches have raised mil- 
lions of dollars, which I think is 
not generally known or appreci- 
ated, which have supplemented 
what the Army and Navy do for 
the Chaplains. That money has 
gone into religious literature, al- 
tars, etc. Behind this General 
Commission, I would have you 
think of millions of fathers and 
mothers and brothers and sisters, 
deeply spiritual men and women, 
who are praying and working, not 
only to win the war, but that their 
sons and brothers may be sur- 
rounded by the capes spiritual 
influence. 

“Never before ‘aie we had so 
much cooperation from the Gov- 
ernment as we have had in this 
war. Nothing in this world is ever 
perfect. I am not going to say or 
pretend that difficult situations 
have not arisen. I want to say, for 
the benefit of our Chaplains, that 
those of us who are on the General 
Commission mean to see that they 
are not pushed around by any- 
body. They are to have every op- 
portunity to perform their vital 
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“Three of the Chaplain’s 
work are: a 
tremendous pe stg knows the 
enlisted personnel better than any- 
one else and he sets an example in 
his own character. A good Chap- 
lain can add tremendously to the 
morals of his men. I have had 
these statistics for the entire Chap- 
lains’ Corps, but so far in the war 
43 Chaplains have been killed and 
239 casualties. That speaks for it- 
self in regard to the courage and 
their building of morale. Even 
more important, the Chaplain car- 
ries into his service the Cross of 
Christ. There is no rank which 
equals the rank of a Cross on one’s 
collar. The Chaplain in the hos- 
pital, in battle, in ministering to 
the wounded in the field, is facing 
various difficult moral situations. 
He speaks not in his own name, 
but with the moral, spiritual au- 
thority of the Christian Church 
and the Master of the Church. Not 
because of what he is in himself, 
but of what he represents, he has 
the power to influence profoundly 
the character of men and officers 
all through the line. 

“The Chaplain is of tremendous 
importance as we look forward to 
the future. If we know anything, 
it is that the men who will be the 
builders of the America of tomor- 
row will be the men returning from 
these far-flung battlefields. What 
is to be their spiritual outlet ? What 
is to be their religious practice? 
What is to be their vision of Christ 
and a world which is to be won to 
Christ? The Chaplain must play 
and will play a tremendous part 
then in the building of the America 
and the world which is to be.”

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Anglicanism and the Christian East 


PART I

The very fact that the Anglican 
Church represents a via media be- 
tween Romanism on the one hand 
and Puritanism on the other has 
brought her into a relationship with 
the great historic Churches of 
Eastern Europe and Asia Minor 
which is sustained by no other 
Western ecclesiastical organiza- 
tion. It has long been recognized 
that of all the Western: Churches, 
the Anglican Church is the nearest 
in spirit, structure, and outlook, to 
the great Eastern Orthodox 
Church. And yet, strange to say, 
the average Episcopalian has very 
little knowledge as to what the 
Eastern Orthodox Church is like, 
nor does he understand just what 
are the points of contact and the 
points of difference between the 
two great historic Communions. 
He is apt to suspect that the East- 
ern Church is somewhat similar to 
the Church of Rome, only, if any- 
thing, even more superstitious and 
backward. Or, worse yet, he may 
simply assume that all Christianity 


must be either Roman or Protes- 
tant. The average member of the 
Eastern Orthodox Church is likely 
to be just as ignorant of Western 
Christianity. 

All of this would have been re- 
grettable, but perhaps not of any 

eat practical import, had not the 

cumenical Movement come along, 
with its urgent task of reunitin 
the fragments of Christendom an 
thus enabling Christian people to 
present a united front against the 
world. In the light of this move- 
ment, the healing of the breach be- 
tween the Christian East and the 
Christian West becomes impera- 
tive. For obviously a movement 
that united only the Western 
Churches would not be, in any rea- 
sonable sense of the term, Ecumen- 
ical. It would be utterly unthink- 
able simply to ignore one half. of 
Christendom. So, just as the re- 
union of the Churches must in- 
clude the various Protestant bodies, 
it must likewise include the ancient 
and venerable Orthodox Church of 
the East. 
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Before analyzing the relations, 
both past and present, between the 
Anglican and tern Churches, it 
might be well to recall just how the 
tragic division of Christendom 
into Eastern and Western camps 
ever came about. As in so many 
chapters of Church history, it is 
not easy to disentangle the religious 
motives from the political, the éc- 
clesiastical from the secular. Per- 
sonality always enters into such 
matters as a schism between 
Churches ; indeed, one often won- 
ders if it may not be the principal 
ingredient of schism. And yet con- 
viction underlies personality ; 
‘men’s actions are determined 
their beliefs, and so it may well be 
that doctrinal differences are the 
ultimate ground of Church history. 

Before the year 1054 A.D. there 
was only one Christian Church, in 

ite of various local diversities. 

one Church was not the Ro- 
man Church, nor the Greek 
Church, nor the Coptic Church, 
but the Holy Catholic (Universal) 
Church ; it was a Church not quite 
identical with any single modern 
group, yet more clearly the an- 
cestor of some than of others. This 
ancient undivided Catholic Church 
was organized on a regional basis 
in five Patriarchates, or chief bish- 
oprics : viz., Rome, Constantinople, 
Alexandria, Antioch, and Jerusa- 
lem. Of these five Patriarchates or 
principal Sees two,—Rome and 
Antioch,—were plainly of Apos- 
tolic foundation, while Alexan- 
dria and Jerusalem represented 
churches closely related to the 
- Apostles and their labors. Indeed, 
one tradition has it that St. Mark 
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was the first Bishop of Alexandria ; 
and the See of Jerusalem, while 
undoubtedly originally Apostolic, 
had a rather discontinuous history 
because of political and secular 
events. All these Patriarchates 
were equal, although the Bishop of 
Rome was looked upon as primus 
inter pares, that is, was allowed a 
certain seniority by courtesy. But 
there was not the faintest sense of 
any canonical supremacy of the 
Bishop of Rome, and whatever 


precedence was vouchsafed the 


Bishops of the Roman Church was 
only because Rome was the capital 
city of the Empire. It did not in- 
volve any notion that Roman 
bishops had the slightest canonical 
authority outside their own dio- 
cese. In fact, it was the See of 
Alexandria (Egypt) which was 
most influential and powerful in 
the ancient Church. truth of 
the matter was, however, that all 
bishops were recognized as of equal 
rank. 

The entire Church in the earliest 
ages was Greek-speaking, (except, 
of course, for a few Hebrew con- 
gregations in the Apostolic Age). 
As late as 175 A.D. the Greek lan- 
guage, and not Latin, was the 
tongue used in public worship even 
in the city of Rome itself. All the 
earliest Church Fathers, even in 
the West, wrote in Greek; Tertul- 
lian (155-225) was the first ec- 
clesiastical writer to use the Latin 
tongue. 
After the Emperor Contantine 
transferred the capital from Rome 
to the city of Constantinople the 
Bishops of Rome assumed ever 


greater influence over the dioceses 
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of Western Eurfope. This was due; 
not to any arrangement of Our 
Lord or His Apostles, but to the 
exigencies of political circum- 
stance. After the capitulation of 
Rome to the barbarian invaders, 
the Bishops of that city became 
more and more the trusted leaders 
and spokesmen for the community. 
Such circumstances were bound to 
increase the prestige of those 
Bishops, and prestige frequently 
issues in pride, as it did in this case. 
Gradually the Roman bishops 
began to claim jurisdiction over 
the surrounding Western prov- 
inces, and then over the whole 
Church. These claims to universal 
jurisdiction on the part of only one 
of the five ancient Patriarchates 
were naturally resisted by the other 
four, and this fact in itself is suf- 
ficient to show that the Papacy is 
an institution utterly unknown to 
the ancient Church. Over a period 
of several centuries relations be- 
tween the Patriarchate of Rome 
and the other four Patriarchates 
became increasingly strained; al- 
though various reasons were given, 
the real and basic reason was al- 
ways the aggressive claims of 
Rome. Four-fifths of the Church 
refused to be ruled by one-fifth.

_ Finally, in the: year’ 1054, the . 
Patriarchate of Rome split off from 
the original Church and formed 
what is today known as the Roman 
Catholic Church. The immediate 
occasions for the schism seem to be 
unimportant matters: whether to 
use leavened or unleavened bread 
in the Lord’s Supper, whether or 
not the clergy should be allowed to 
marry, whether the Holy Ghost 
proceeds from the Father “and the 
Son” or from thé Father “thro 
the Son.” Of course, the great dif- 
ferences in temperament between 
East and West must be taken into 
account. But underlying all this 
was the real reason, which was 
never openly discussed in the con- 
troversy: was one of five equal 
Patriarchs going to rule over all 
the rest? When the four Eastern 
Patriarchs refused to submit to a 
man-made tyranny, the Pope broke 
off communion with them, and so 
separated himself and his follow- 
ers from the Church. The tragic 
schism continues to this day, and 
has indeed been multiplied, as some 
of the other Western Churches 
also had to resist the Papal ty-

He came to St. Paul’s in 1915, 
after having been Headmaster of 
St. Matthew’s School for Boys, in 
Hillsborough. The Church became 
a Parish in 1921, and Dr. Brewer 
continued as Rector until his re- 
tirement in 1929, when he beusant 
Rector Emeritus. In addition to 
this memorial, the new portion of 
the Parish House is named for 
him, and is popularly called 
Brewer Hall. 

The new window was designed 
and installed by the Judson Stu- 
dios of Los Angeles.

Church-wide Appeal for the 
Work of the Army 8 Navy 
Commission 


The annual offering for the sup- 
port of the Army and Navy Com- 
mission will be received in the 
Diocese of California the last Sun- 
day in February. This project 
was commended to our Church 
people by the Bishop of the Dio- 
cese in his annual address at Con- 
vention. It was enthusiastically 
supported by appropriate resolu- 
tions in Convention. Promotional 
literature has been secured by the 
diocesan Army and Navy Commis- 
sion and it is now ready for dis- 
tribution to the parishes. 

Bishop Henry K. Sherrill of 
Massachusetts, Chairman of the 
Army and Navy Commission, asks 
for “generous and sacrificial gifts 
from every member of our 
Church” for the Commission’s 
1945 budget of $400,000. “Thou- 
sands of our Church people have 
made gifts totaling over a million 
dollars,” Bishop Sherrill said, 
“during these past four years. For 
such support we are deeply grate- 
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that the Church’ should go with 
our young men and women as they 
face the hardships of war. Your 
gifts have been trarislated into in- 
spiring atid helpful service. 

“This work must not stop now. 
We cannot tell our Chaplains ‘the 
Church is tired, so now you are on 
your own without the support of 
the Church at home.’ Such a mes- 
sage is incredible and you will 
never allow this to happen. In- 
stead I have every confidence that 
your gifts will send to the far- 
flung battlefronts words and deeds 
of faith, of love, and of inspira- 
tion. But it all depends upon you. 

“As I write this, the war is in- 
tensified on every front. The work 
must continue unabated. The war 
with Japan is far from victory. 
Even when peace comes there will 
be a long and difficult period of 
demobilization. We shall need 
every penny of the $400,000 and

Officials at Church 
Missions House express regret at 
Mr. Arterton’s departure, and 
highest enthusiasm at the develop- 
ment of work with Youth during 
his administration.

“Better than any other denomi- 
nation, the Episcopal Church has 
risen to meet the great and urgent 
need of the Chaplain Corps, and 
the Episcopal Chaplains are prov- 
ing to be invaluable, everywhere, 
putting on a real religious pro- 
gram.” So writes a Navy District 
Chaplain to the Presiding Bishop, 
stressing the urgent need of more 
Chaplains, and urging that every- 
thing possible be done to present 
this need to Episcopal priests. 

From the Army comes a similar 
letter outlining “a desperate need” 
for Army Chaplains. This is from 
Chaplain Edwin R. Carter of Vir- 
ginia, just returned from England 
“for the specific purpose of se- 
curing young men for the Chap- 
lain Corps for the European The- 
ater of Operations.” 

A soldier in Italy wrote to one 
of our clergymen lamenting the 
fact that his unit had one “very 
poor specimen” of a Chaplain; 
that he had not been able to at- 
tend an Episcopal Church service 


for nearly two years; then 
his mother who had written, “In 
spite of what you say, the city 
seems full of young, healthy cler- 
gymen. I can’t understand why 
they don’t enlist.”

A soldier in a combat unit in 
Germany is making a monthly con- 
tribution for Conscientious Ob- 
jectors, through the National 
Council. He said: “You may won- 
der why a combat soldier would 
be willing to give to such a pur- 
pose. I, too, would have been an 
objector if I were brave enough 
to stand up to the jeers of people 
I would meet ali the days of my 
life.

The Presiding Bishop’s book for 
Lent has been written by Prof. 
Richard S. Emrich of the Episco- 
School. Entitled 

TH Micut Be Farr (Harper’ s, 
$1.50), the thesis is that a man’s 
happiness depends on his realiza- 
tion of his littleness before God. 
Man is not independent, and can 
never be so. Man’s sel f-centered- 
ness leads to misery. Only through 
a general acceptance of Christian 
tesponsibility to God and to our 
fellowman, expressed in all human 
relationships and in the Church, 
can man achieve by God’s grace 
the destiny of abundant living. 
Dr. Emrich is a profound scholar 
who knows how ‘to write for lay- 
men. This book can be ordered at

reform, Presbyterian pattern, 
Episcopalian ceremonial (includ- 
ing both : olic and “via 
media” forms); and the 
Church tradition. There are brief 


chapters on art, architecture, mu- 
sic, Quaker silence, use of the 
Christian year, social action, edu- 
cation, and “new worship in the 
new world.” The bibliography in- 
dicates the breadth of the author’s 
knowledge, and the brief chapters 
show his grasp of his subject. He 
assumes that “Christians have al- 
ways gone to church and still go 
to church because they enjoy it.” 
The genius of the church lies in its 
public worship of the Christian 
God. This book has the practical 
value of taking the reader on a 
visit to every type of worship with 
an informed and sympathetic 
guide.

THE WESTMINSTER DicTION- 
ARY OF THE BiBLz, by John D. Da- 
vis and revised by Henry Snyder 
Gehman (Westminster, $3.50), is 
an uneven revision of the well- 
known Davis’ Bible Dictionary. 
Many of the articles have been 
brought thoroughly up to date; 
yet many parts of the book remain 
antiquated. The article on Penta- 
teuchal criticism mentions only the 
sources J, E, P, D, and concludes 
by defending Mosaic authorship, 
mainly on theological grounds. Re- 
cent monumental studies in Ezekiel 
go unnoticed. The old tabular har- 
mony of the Gospels is unchanged, 
rm remaining on all-fours with 

atthew-Mark-Luke. One would 


never guess that Pauline author- 
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ship of the Pastorals had ever been 
questioned. The beautiful maps at 
the back are taken from the forth- 
coming Westminster Atlas of the 
Bible, edited by George Ernest 
Wright and Floyd V. Filson. 
(Pierson Parker.)

The translator of many works 
of Emil Brunner presents a ma- 
ture consideration of THE ScHOOL 
OF Prayer, by Olive Wyon

Both afternoon sessions of the 
Convention were highlighted by 


guest speakers, presented by Mrs. 


vans Hammond, program chair- 
man of the 1945 Convention. 

On Tuesday afternoon, the Rev. 
Buell Gallagher, D.D., lecturer on 
Christian Ethics at the Pacific 
School of Religion and co-pastor of 
the Inter-racial Church in Berke- 
ley, gave a challenging address on 
‘International and Inter-racial Un- 
derstanding.” Dr. Gallagher de- 
clared that children learn racial in- 
tolerance from their parents; he 
believes that some day we shall 
have a Christian Church for all 
children of God rather than racial 
divisions of the Church. Discrimi- 
nation is made on the basis of pig- 
mentation although all men are of 
the same biood. The life of the 
Christian religion depends upon be- 
lief in the common brotherhood 
of man—to deny this means an ad- 
vance toward a new Dark Ages. 
The Christian point of view—so- 
cial, economic, political, religious 
—is the ONE solution. 

“The Church in the Post-War 
World” was the topic chosen by 
Dr. James Muilenberg. Presently 
lecturing at the Pacific School of 
Religion, Dr. Muilenberg has 
served on the faculties of Mt. Hol- 
yoke College, Yale University and 
the University of Maine. He said 
that he, like most of the generation 
of World War I, never fully re- 
covered from the effects of that 
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war and its slogan of “Normalcy.” 
We must face the coming post- 
war period in a much different 
manner than last time or we shall 
have far worse things to face than 
we have yet known. 

Dr. Muilenberg reminds us that 
to the returning soldier a civilian 
population seems to be an alien 
world. To the veterans’ persist- 
ent questions after the last World 
War there came answers from a 
dusty vocabulary that meant noth- 
ing; as a result, many walked out 
from the institutional Church 
which was not much concerned 
with problems the veterans con- 
sidered real. One philosopher at 
that time remarked that the “‘last 
World War did more harm to the 
Christian Church than all the Vol- 
taires of history. Another World 
War might well cause the demise 
of Christianity.” 

Christianity IS related to the 
vast social problems. Dr. Muilen- 
berg gave a number of answers to 
“What is the place of the Church 
in the Post-war World?” 

1. We must be intelligently in- 
formed

Archbishop Named 


The Right Rev. Geoffrey Fran- 
cis Fisher, Lord Bishop of Lon- 
don, an ex-schoolmaster who has 
had only a little more than 12 years 
of active clerical service, was nom- 
inated by King George VI on Jan. 
4 as the new Archbishop of Can- 
terbury and ninety-eighth Primate 
of all England. 

The Right Rev. Mr. Fisher, 
known for his tolerance and un- 
conventionality and often called a 
nonpolitical bishop, was named to 
succeed Dr. William Temple, who 
died October 26 after a heart at- 
tack. 

The archbishop-designate, tall 
and rugged at 57, had no parochial 
experience before he became 
Bishop of Chester in 1932. He 
served in that capacity until 1939, 
when he was made Bishop of Lon- 
don. Prior to 1932 he had served 
21 years as a schoolmaster. 

Educated at Oxford, the arch- 
bishop-designate became assistant 
master of Marlborough College in 
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1911. He left there in 1914 to be- 
come headmaster at Repton School, 
where he remained until his first 
ecclesiastical undertaking at 
Chester. 

He is chairman of the Commit- 
tee of Anglicans, Roman Catho- 
lics and Free Churchmen which 
devised a formula of co-operation 
with the Roman Catholics on the 
basis of “joint action in the social 
red parallel action in the religious 

It is expected that the Dean of 
Canterbury — Hewlett Johnson— 
and the chapter consisting of ca- 
thedral canons will meet soon at 
the chapter house at Canterbury to 
receive the King’s nomination for- 


mally.

emergency financial assistance and 
other matters arising from military 
service. Personal Affairs Offices 
will give all information, advice 
and assistance possible, but will not 
assume any of the responsibilities 
of Governmental or private agen- 
cies actually performing functions 
of the above subjects. 

Clergy are asked to direct inquir- 
ers to the personal affairs officer at 
the nearest military installation if 
he can be of any assistance, and 
suggest the availability of this ser- 
vice be made known to parish- 
ioners.
